enced miners at work. Twelve guards 
and 14 non-union miners quit work and 
were furnished transportation by the 
company. SherlJi Vorhes said that he 
will go to the niln"S henceforth only 
upon the call of the superintendent in 
case of trouble. About 80 strike-break- 
er^ arrived from the west. Cleveland 
newspaper correspondents were serv- 
ed with a whitecap notice for sending 
out s'ensational reports of the situa- 
tion and the company forbid them to 
go on its property.

It's 
impotency is seen in the troubles at 
mines of eastern Ohio, where miners 
believe they would have been able to 
keep out strikebreakers were the Craw- 
ford lawv in full force s»nd effect. 
The 


inserting of a little word with three 
letters, "not," did all the mischief, 
making the act apply ostensibly only 
to mines not troubled with noxious 
gases, and therefore nil.

In addition to the many blunders 


enumerated in a former letter, a new 
discovery is made that is not entirely 
inappropriate. 
One of the joint rules 


adopted during the session was de- 
signed to empower the clerks of the 
Joint enrollment committee to correct 
all errors found. It is found that tnis 
rule authorizes the clerks to "collect 
all errors found." 
The numerous 


blunders coming to light would make 
it appear that the change in the rule 
from correct to collect was not a blund- 
er at all, but that the legislature in 
its earlier, calmer days foresaw! the 
need of collecting its mistakes to be 
reported to the next session for correc- 
tion which, of itself, would be a dif- 
ficult task. 


An error cf three lines in the ap- 


propriation bill for 1907 will cause a 
loss of $52,000 to the state's canals. 
Thex>mission occurs in the enrolled 
bill, not the engrossed bill; the former 
governs the secretary of state. The 
omitted lines, however, will be in- 
cluded in the bill in brackets, but in 
order to wan-ant the expenditure the 
state emergency board may have to 
be appealed to. The three lines left 
out of the enrolled bill deprive the 
northern division of the Ohio canal, 
the Cleveland and Dresden division 
and the Walhonding canal of the $25,- 
000 appropriation 
for improvements 


and repairs, in addition to the earn- 
ings and balances, which imount to 
$27.000 more, making a total of $52,- 
000. 
The most of the $27,000 loss, 


however, falls on the Ohio canal. 


Some extensive improvements were 


contemplated 
on the 
canals 
men- 


tioned, and unless the emergency 
board comes to the rescx:e they may 
have to be postponed another year. 
* * * 


Comparatively few measures passed 


in the closing houis of the session 
have been found that were not in some 
way bundled so as to invalidate them, 
confuse the nooning or at least ren- 
der their enforcement embarrasssing 
r-nd troublesome and the joint enroll- 
ment committee must suffer the blame. 
Several suits to secure the courts 
construction of recent laws, have neen 
filed and others are contemplated. 


Such eriors can be prevented by the 


legislature acting with as much delib- 
eration as is expected of a deliberative 
body. Instead of trying to pass all 
the important bills of the session at a 
special sitting Friday night, all day 
Saturday and by turning 
back the 


hands of the clock until 4 or 5 o'clock 
the day of final adjournment so as 
not to violate the figure cf adjourn- 
ment at "high noon," future legisla- 
tures will learn the propriety of ob- 
serving the same calm and precision 
the closing week that obtains in the 
beginning, then after passing all blflt 
:hat can be passed up to tha Hme 
fixed for terminating that order ol
